The Final Decision Will be Made 


by Congress Which Is Said to 


be for Highway. 


The Lincoln Memorial Commission, 


of which. President Taft is chairman, 
and Speaker Champ Clark and Hon. 
Joseph Cannon are among the mem- 
bers. agreed upon a report last week 
recommending to Congress 'that the 
Potomac Park site be chosen as the 
site upon which to erect the Bacon de- 
sign. 


The decision of the Commission is 


not final and several members of the 
Commission having openly expressed 
themselves in favor of the highway, it 
is 'likely that the report was agreed 
upon so that the matter could be trans- 
ferred to Congress for the final deci- 
sion. 


The Washington newspapers in mak- 


ing the announcement of the action of 
the Commission, declare that the re- 
port will not be accepted without a 
contest.

ing of Parcels Not to Exceed 


Eleven Pounds. 


Postal officials are working to have 


n uc-w parcels post or postal express 
{system ready ior operation by Janu- 
ary 1. the date fixed by law for its be- 
ginning. 


In preparing: for the operation of 


the new system the postal authorities 
have encountered a task o! great mag- 
nitude. There must be ready for use 
enough rural and city mail wagons. 
cxp'ess oars and employes to handle 
the business, the extent of -which at 
Hist can only be estimated. 


One hundred thousand special scales 


have to be provided a new issue of 
postal service stamps, ranging from 1 
cent to $1 in denomination, designed 
and printed, and hampers and boxes 
for the parcels secured. The Postof- 
ilce Department is having engraved 
over 300,000 maps for use at the offices 
throughout the country, showing the 
distance zones within which different 
j.ites apply. 


The extent of the system can be ap- 


preciated when one considers that the 
parcels post plan will not only covei 
every line of transportation, in the 
rountiy now reached by the express 
companies but will oe In operation 
everywhere mail is carried. This, it 
is estimated, will pioduce postal ex- 
press service to more than 1.000.000 
miles of rural free delivery not now 
reached by any of the express sys-

Dis- 
tinctive stamps must be used on all 
parcels, but they may be mailed in 
quantities of not less than 2,000 iden- 
tical pieces without stamps affixed, the 
postage being paid in money.
